An ex-king was speaking. 

**. . « A few hours ago I dis- 
charged my last duty as king 
jand emperor, and now that I 
have been succeeded by my 
brother, the Duke of York. .. .’’ 

Eighteen years ago this week 
a weary, lost, pathetic little man, 
‘an ex-king by only a few hours, 
said those words. 

He always seemed and looked 
a boyish sort of person. He had 
lived all his life in the shadow 
of his father, a stern, able, re- 
sourceful man. And when his 
father died he seemed lost until 
‘Mrs. Wallis Warfield Simpson 
came along. 


She might have been queen, 
and he might have remained 
‘king had they not determined 
it was best she go to France, 
‘which might, they hoped, slow 
down the gossip. (Not until this 
book do we learn how very close 
they came.) But as he was lost 
when his father died, he was 
even more so when she was not 
present to advise and comfort 
him. Even frequent daily tele- 
phone calls did not susiain him. 
French telephone operators 
listenec in gleefully tu a king who 
seemed rd on the verge of 
hysteria without her steadying 
hand. And so the king disintegrat- 
ed, and on Dec. 9 abdicated his 
throne for the woman he loved. 


The Past 


This dependence, pn the part 
of the man who even now looks 
like a prematurely aged boy, re- 
portedly, and not surprisingly, 
reveals his preoccupation with 
the past. One such story will do. 

A few years ago ‘‘a cosmopoli- 
tan American woman, acquaint- 
ance of the Windsors, showed 
them one of a gross of pencils 
bought in 1936, adorned by por- 
traits of the then King Edward 
VII, whose coronation Was nev- 
er to come because of his abdi- 
cation. 

*“Sir,’’ said the woman, “this 
is a coincidence, but I have a 
pencil marking your coronation.” 


The Duke took the pencil, and 
stared at it, fascinated. 

‘Wallis, it’s me... but look,” 
he said sadly, “I’m all whittled 
down.”’ 

The book by Geoffrey Bocca, 
who also wrote ‘‘Elizabeth and 
Philip,”” seems. a fair and care- 
fully detailed volume. It con- 
cludes that Mrs. Simpson would 
have been a good queen from the 
standpoint of intelligence and 
ability. It is a conclusion which 
does not go far enough. Certain- 
ly she is a person of intelligence, 
yet Mr. Bocca’s own research 
and conclusions therefrom are 
evidence that she was not too 
stable. 


Mistakes 


It was her decision to leave 
England which left the weakling 
king, unable to fight without her, 
at the mercy of those who sought 
to force him to abdicate. And at 
a later time, when the marriage 

neared and they both fell into 
the hands of an. unscrupulous 
and unpopular man who exploit- 
ed them, the evidence seems 
,conclusive that she failed him 
again. Her American back- 
‘ground was sufficient to have 
,understood the meaning of the 
tieup with Charles E. Bedaux, 
whose “‘stretch-out” industrial 
isystems had made him hated 
everywhere by labor. 

Her American background, too, 
‘should have prevented the ill- 
‘advised journey to Nazi Ger- 
, many, where Hitler treated them 

with condescending contempt, 
‘but sought to use them because 
of what seemed a sympathy with 
the Nazi: philosophy. 

Always there were mistakes. 
It was the Bedaux tieup which 
turned the British Labor Party, 
originally friendly, against them. 

In 1953 a British mewspaper 
estimated they had spent $120,000 
a year on pleasure alone.

Pope Keeps 
Up Steady 


Recovery 


VATICAN CITY, Saturday, 
Dec. 4 (Ph — the Vatican an- 
nounced early today that Pope 
Pius XII is improving so rapidly 
as to justify hopes that he may 
recover from his grave illness. 

The announcement was issued 
after doctors attending the 78- 
year-old pontiff held a midnight 
consultation in the Vatican. 

An official Vatican announce- 
ment said the pontiff’s condition 
took a turn for the better Friday 
afternoon and the consulting phy- 
sicianS verified that the improve- 
ment was being maintained. . 

It had been disclosed earlier 
that the Pope, suffering from an 
abdominal infection, had rallied 
slightly Friday night following a 
grave crisis. 

He talked of plans for his 
Christmas message which is to be 
followed by the naming of new 
cardinals of the Catholic church. 

The text of the Vatican an- 
nouncement: 

“Tonight, upon the request of 
the papal physician, Dr. Riccardo 
Galeazzie-Lisi, a consultation re- 
garding the condition of the Holy 
Father took place. It was attend- 
ed by Prof. Raffaele Paclucci di 
Valmaggiore, Prof. Antonio Gas- 
barrini, Dr. Paul Niehans and 
Dr. Luigi Vittorio de Stefano. 

“The doctors have been able to 
verify that the. improvement 
which had been noted today (Fri- 
day) is continuing to increase in 
such a manner as to justify op- 
timism.”’

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Mendes Stalls Foe V ote 
To Hit at ‘Spy’ Gibe 


PARIS, Saturday, Dec. 4 ()—Premier Pierre Mendes- 
France won a preliminary victory in the National Assem- 
bly early today in a dramatic showdown with opposition 
deputies who tried to link him with France’s Red spy 


scandal. 

The Premier, angrily denying 
he received any government se- 
crets stolen by a Communist ring, 
demanded a formal vote of confi- 
dence on his government’s over- 
all policy. 


Mendes-France quickly scored| 


a victory in a procedural vote on 
how the formal confidence vote, 
to be held later, shall be con- 
ducted. 


The Premier’s opponents de- 
manded that the deputies first 
vote on a motion unfavorable to 
his government in the confidence 
test. But Mendes-France insisted 
the balloting should be on a favor- 
able motion. The Assembly sup- 
hg him by a vote of 290 to 


BOLD DECISION 


Mendes-France announced his 
bold decision to stake the life of 
his government on the confidence 
vote during a bitter Assembly 
debate on the sensational Com- 
munist spy case. 

He spoke after rightwing Depu- 
ty Jean LeGendre said testimony 
in the spy probe indicated that 
Mendes-France received stolen 
government secrets before he be- 
came Premier.

LeGendre said today that con- 
fessed spy Rene Turpin told au- 
thorities he turned over secret 
Council information to Emmanuel 
d’Astier de la Vigerie, editor of 
the pro-Communist Paris news- 
paper Liberation. 

The Gaullist deputy told the As- 
sembly Turpin testified at a se- 
cret hearing that De la Vigerie 
then passed the information to 
Mendes-France. .The Premier at 
that time was a member of the 
opposition to Premicr Joseph La- 
niel’s government. 


Korea Allies

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Dec. 
3 a—The United States and its 
Korean war allies agreed tonight 
to ask the United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly to demand the re- 
lease of 11 American fliers sen- 
tenced by Communist China as 
“spies.”

3rd Division Colors Presented to Gen. H. L. Boatner, Who Assumed Command at Rites

FT. BENNING, Dec. 3—Before 
Secretary of the Army. Stevens 
and an estimated 5,000 civilians, 
the 3rd Army Division—whose 


history stretches from the bloody 
banks of the Marne to the in- 
famous hills of Korea—returned 
to this post today to replace the 
47th Infantry Division. 


In a two-hour paiade respien- 
dent with all the pomp, color and 


the occasion, the 3rd Division col-

The 47th Division colors are 
retired and it was assigned ‘as a 
Nationa! Guard unit in control of 
Minnesota and North Dakota 
from which it originally came. 


About 17,000 troops took part 
in a massive parade which in- 
cluded tanks, cannons, personnel 
carriers and a dozen helicopters. 


For two hours the audience 
watched with delight as some of 
the Army’s finest marching men 
passed in review. 


Among those in an honored 
spot in the reviewing stand were 
Capt. Audie Murphy, Hollywood 
film star who won added glory 
for the Third in World War U 
by winning more decorations than 
any other soidier in the armed 
forces, and Maj. Charles Murray 
who won the nation’s highest 
honor, the Congressional Medal 
of Honor, as a member of the 
3rd Division in World War II.

Will Georgia Reject 
Federal Road Aid? 


Toll road advocates find ammunition 
in a promise from Georgia’s Gen. Lucius 
Clay. As chairman of the Eisenhower 
advisory committee on highways, Gen. 
Clay has announced that the Federal 
Government will pay back to the states 
any money the latter spend on inter- 
state toll roads. 

The state could then spend the money 
on any other state highways it wanted. 

As Gov. Robert F. Kennon of Louisi- 
ana points out, the federal toll road re- 
bate plan is an incentive for the states 
to push their highway programs. 

“The thing to do,” said Gov. Kennon, 
“is to go ahead and build toll roads. The 
stranger in your midst will help pay for 
them. The state. will be reimbursed 
to build roads for its own people. 
You virtually are building two roads 
when you build one.” 

During the 1954 gubernatorial cam- 
paign, the Georgia toll road movement 
got the back of the hand even from men 
who previously had sponsored it. The 
word “toll” smacks of pay and hinting 
to people that they might have to pay 
for something is politically unpopular. 

Gov.-Elect Marvin Griffin has prom- 
ised to back legislation to abolish the 
Toll Road Authority set up by the last 
session of the General Assembly. Per- 
haps he now will reconsider. 

Not even the best politician can get 
around the fact that good roads cost 
money. 

The Georgia Highway Department 
says to catch up and give the state the 
kind of roads it should have would take 
10 years and two billion dollars. 

Time is running out. We can never ex- 
pect to accumulate that much money at 
one time. 

We can build roads piecemeal from 
current revenues. We could borrow, ex- 
cept that is against the law in Georgia. 
Or we can build toll roads and let the 
traffic and the Federal Government pay 
the bill. 

From the Lucius Clay statement, it 
appears that aid will be made available 
through Uncle Sam. If Georgia is realis- 
tic, it will grasp this opportunity re- 
gardless of whether or not it is politically 
popular. 

We can be sure that most other states 
will do so. Georgia needs roads as badly 
or worse than any of them, 


Sen. Russell Sums Up 
Case Against McCarthy 


Georgia’s able Sen. Richard B. Rus- 
sell has given us the clearest summary 
yet of the reasons why the Senate had 
to censure Sen. Joseph McCarthy. In an 
interview with The Constitution’s Wash- 
ington correspondent, Gladstone Williams, 
.the Georgian again revealed his remark- 
able talent for getting to the heart of 
an issue. 

“Sen. McCarthy’s course of conduct 
in charging every’ person disagreeing 
with him of being a Communist and at- 
tacking every agency opposing him 
placed the Senate in a position where it 
was compelled to censure his conduct or 
surrender the entire Senate to him. 

“He has one tactic he pursues in 
every instance. That is to charge any 
person disagreeing with him with being 
a Communist or Communist sympathizer. 
Never has he discussed the merits or de- 
merits of the charges brought against 
him.” 

Sen. Russell was joined in voting for 
the censure by Sen. George. The people 
of Georgia will be grateful to them for 
recognizing the threat posed by McCarthy 
to the Senate’s very existence. Had the 
body not defended itself, it would cer- 
tainly have become impotent. 

But there are many others who can- 
not defend themselves. He has maligned 
everyone—not just his fellow senators— 
who has opposed him. Newspapers, edu- 
cational institutions, organizations and 
all individuals who have dared stand up 
to him have been given the smear 
treatment. 

In defending itself, the Senate per- 
haps has done much to relieve the stigma 
of McCarthyism from others.

Safety: “When any particular activity in 
the United States takes 38,000 American 
lives in one year, it becomes a national 
problem of the first importance.” 

“The President, through his Action 
Committee for Traffic Safety, has desig- 
nated Wednesday, Dec. 15, as Safe Driv- 
ing Day. The purpose of S-D Day is to 
demonstrate that traffic accidents can 
be materially reduced when all motdrists 
and pedestrians pay attention to what 
they are doing. 

The test confronting every community 
will be to remain completely free of ac- 
cidents for the 24-hour period. Success 
of the test will demonstrate that motor- 
ists and pedestrians alike can eliminate 
the needless killings by their own positive 
actions. 


The test, however, is not a challenge 
to nebulous communities far removed 
from Atlanta and Georgia. It is a test for 
us, the Georgia driver and walker. On 
each of us, man, woman and child rests 
the burden of proof. Therefore, all Geor-— 
gians are urged to accept full respon- 
sibility and obey these basic safety prin- 
ciples: 

1, Observe the letter and spirit of all 
traffic regulations. 


2. Be courteous to every driver and 
pedestrian. 

3. Give full attention to driving and 
walking. 

In short, drive and walk as we would 
have everyone else drive and walk.

The City Outgrows Its 


Water Pumping Station 


Cities suffer growing pains and At- 
lanta is no exception. Cure one ache and 
along comes another. 

There always has been, and probably 
always will be the traffic problem, ex- 
pressways notwithstanding. And of 
course there is the airport, adequate for 


planes but uncomfortable for passengers, ° 


and certainly no monument to civic 
pride. 

Another problem is in the making, a 
water shortage. There is no crisis yet, but 
at the city’s present rate of growth there 
will be one soon unless something is done. 
Atlanta’s population has increased to the 
point where the waterworks pumping sta- 
tion now has all it can do to keep the 
supply of water equal to the demand. 

Plans are in the making for a $6,600,- 
000 addition to the pumping station. 
This addition should be in commission by 
1957 if the city government is to con- 
tinue furnishing an ample supply of 
water. 

The problem here, as in other civic 
crises, is financing. Fortunately, city of- 
ficials have anticipated this crisis and are 
studying ways and means of averting it 
before it becomes too serious. 


Feudal Societies Are 
Pushovers for the Reds 


A Congressional investigating com- 
mittee has submitted an alarming report 
on Communist aggression in Latin Amer- 
ica, and charged the United States gov- 
ernment with neglecting its good neigh- 
bors at the expense of more distant lands. 

The committee which was appointed 
to investigate this particular subject re- 
ported that since the Reds were expelled 
from Guatemala the Kremlin has been 
stepping up its infiltration routine else- 
where. 

Listed as particularly dangerous spots 
were Chile,. Costa Rica, Ecuador, Bolivia, 
Mexico, Honduras, Nicaragua, British 
Honduras, British Guiana, and Marti- 
nique, the Caribbean department of 
France. 

To those lands may well have.been 
added the names of several other coun- 
tries where economic injustice is the or- 
der of the day and maintenance of the 
status quo is the basic policy of the gov- 
ernment. 

The Latin American lands are rela- 
tively undeveloped, almost feudal in 
their economies. The investigating com- 
mittee was critical of the United States 
for failing to back up its friendly attitude 
with funds to assist those nations in mod- 
ernizing these economies. The report 
pointed out that less than 1 per cent of 
the many billions appropriated since the 
end of World War II to rehabilitate the 
anti-Communist world, went to Carib- 
bean and South American countries. 

The people of the United States are 
prone to take the loyalty and even the ad- 
miration of the people of Middle and 
South America for granted. This is a bit of 
presumption that is dangerous unless we 
follow up our brotherly gestures and flow- 
very speeches with the kind of aid that 
will broaden:the economic bases of those 
lands. | : 

Communists find easy pickings in 
places where it is almost impossible for 
the little man to advance himself. Many 
.of the Latin countries of this hemisphere 
fall into that category. We can expect 
‘trouble to the South as long as this con- 
dition exists.

These 
bleachers covered our normal con- 
crete walkways which are 30 feet 
wide, causing our customers to 
use the sodded and dirt area be- 
hind the temporary stands as a 
walkway. These bleachers have 
been used for the Tech-Georgia 
game since 1946, and never before 
has it rained when these bleach- 
ers were up. 

For all other games, when a 
guest enters our stadium, he nev- 
er’ puts his foot on-the ground. 
Adequate concrete ramps are pro- 
vided. Again we apologize for this 
inconvenience which resulted from 
the late downpour just before 
game time and assure one and all 
this condition is never present ex- 
cept on a rainy Tech-Georgia day.

Policeman Has Major Part 


In City’s Public Relations 


Every employe of the city is to some extent a public relations 


representative of the local government. 


But policemen, especially, 


play an important public relations role in that many citizens get 
favorable or unfavorable impressions of their municipal government 
from their contacts with the men in uniform. 

It makes sense that policemen should be given training in the 
general field of public relations, as is now being done in Richmond 
through a program recently started under the joint sponsorship of 
the city personnel and safety departments. 


Commanding and supervisory of- 
ficers of the local force are meet- 
ing weekly for discussion of ques- 
tions relating to police-public con- 
tacts. 

For example, the men of the law 
are being reminded that, whereas 
not many years ago most of their 
contacts were with the ‘‘criminal 
element’ of society, today they 
deal largely with respectable citi- 
zens, including many whose of- 
fenses have to do with traffic law 
violations. 


“Why is it essential for a police 
officer to keep his perspective in 
dealing with the public?”’ is one of 
the many questions being dis- 
cussed. Another is, ‘‘Why is it im- 
portant for. the police officer to 
lead an exemplary private life?” 


Melvin Lubman, principal _per- 
sonnel administrator for the Per- 
sonnel Department, says that in 
cities where police enjoy good pub- 
lic relations, two good results en- 
sue: (1) the public is more willing 
te cooperate with the policemen, 
and (2) there is a better esprit de 
corps within the police force itself. 

The supervisory officers now 
taking the police public-relations 
course are slated to give the course 


to their men later. The whole ef- 
fort may turn out to be tremen- 
dously worth while if the men in 
uniform recognize the importance 
of the subject and don’t approach 
the course as though they consid- 
ered it a brainchild of impractical 
theorists at City Hall. 


New Orleans Item 


The Army medical corps has 
made a study of the effectiveness 
of fluoridation of water supplies 
as a preventive of tooth decay in 
growing children. 

As a result, the Army is now 
adding fluorides to the water sup- 
plies of permanent Army installa- 
tions where servicemen's families 
are quartered. 

The proof, drawn from the den- 
tal and health records of many 
cities which have now been adding 
fluorides to their waters for years, 
was all in favor of fluoridation, 
so far as the Army was concerned.
